Meeting Social Obligations Led to 
Redwine’s Fall. 


COLONEL HAMMOND PLEADS FOR MERCY 


‘Redwine Will Sojourn at Columbus, O., 
Until the Twentieth Century. 


His left hand thrust deep in his trous- 
ers’ pocket and his thin lips wreathed with 
just the ghost of a smile, Louis Redwine 
‘stood up yesterday morning and received 
‘his sentence. Some said that he took it like 
aman and others that it was a disgusting 
exhibition of bravado. 
_ The sentence was six,years on each of 
‘the three indictments, but Judge Pardee 
' ordered that they be “served concurrently.” 
Under the law a judge can make several 
sentences imposed at one time either con- 
current or cumulative. The most . famous 
exampie of a cumulative sentence is that 
of “Boss’’ Tweed, who was convicted on 
gome thirty-three indictments and _ sen- 
tenced on each, the total being over one 
hundred years, one term beginning when 
_ another was served. In a concurrent sen- 
| tence the different terms are served at 


y one and the same time. Redwine’s being 


' concurrent, it is really only six years, oth- 
erwise it would be eighteen. 

The announcement that the final act in 
this great drama would occur at 10 o’clock 
had the effect of crowding the courtroom 
at that hour. Never in the recollection of 
the officials has so dense a throng squeez- 
ed itself into the spacious apartment. Not 
only was every seat occupled, but the aisles 
and space in the rear were tightly packed 
with a suffocating mass of humanity. In- 
side the rail was almost equally crowded 
and it seemed as if every attorney in At- 
lanta had made a point of, being present. 

A little before 10 o’clock the prisoner 
was brought in. Although in a general 
way he still presented his imperturbable 
demeanor, there was still that something 
in his face that hinted of the terrible travail 
of the last three days. He looked older 
than he had ever seemed before and there 
were dark rings under his eyes that told 
their own story of nights of wakefulness 
and suspense. He wore a heavy, dark suit 
with a double-breasted sack coat, unbut- 
toned and showing a high-cut vest. A 
few moments after he took his seat at the 
table, Dr. Elkin, Colonel Hammond and 
Mr. Corrigan came in and took the adja- 
eent chairs. The attorneys for the prose- 

_eution were already present, and occupied 


- their accustomed place at the right of the 


bench. The jury box was filled with spec- 
tators, among them being several of the 
jurymen who had sat in the case. 

Sharp at 10 o’clock Judge Pardee came 
in and took his seat. He, too, looked tired 
and worn, and showed plainly the strain 
of tue trial. He rested his forehead oa 
his hand and the bailiff opened court in 
the usual way. 

The bailiff’s voice had scarcely died away 
when the. judge looked up. 

“Are you ready for sentence?’ he asked. 

“Yes, sir,’ replied Colonel Hammond. 

“Redwine, stand up.” 

There was an indescribable intonation in 
the judge’s voice that startled every one, 
not that it was harsh or unkind, yet it 
conveyed beyond all peradventure of doubt 
the fallen fortunes of the man before him. 
He was no longer shielded by the presump- 
tion of innocence, he was no longer Mr. 
Redwine, he was no longer entitled to the 
deference thait marks the ordinary ameni- 
ties of life: he was a convicted felon, mere- 
ly, and as such he was addressed. 

Redwine evidently felt the change, for 
he lost countenance for the first time. 

Colonel Hammond’s Plea. 

“May it please your honor,” said Colonel 
Hammond, rising, “before sentence is 
passed,*I desire to submit a paper and to 
say a few words that might have been 
said in the ordinary course of this trial, 
had we deemed best to continue; but, under 
the circumstances, it seemed to us that 
it would be only a waste of time and a 
solemn farce.’’ 

Colonel Hammond then read an affidavit 
of Dr. William Perrin Nicolson. It set 
forth in substance that for the last six 
or eight years he had been familiar with 
the physical condition of Lewis Redwine, 
and that he was subject to attacks of acute 
neuralgia, affecting his entire body and 
rendering him unfit for manual labor. Dr. 
Nicolson further stated that Redwine was 
a suiferer from varicose veins in the legs, 
Which made it impossible at times for him 
to even stand without great pain; that 
these 2zilments had been intensified by con- 
finement, and would be increased by -ur- 
ther imprisonment, probably to the extent 
of “disabling him permanently.” 

“We thought it proper to communicate 
this condition to your honor,’ continued 
Colonel Hammond, “both as a matter of 
justice and because, while this statute 
does not prescribe hard labor as a punish- 
ment, ihe supreme court has 
held that where prisoners are sent to peni- 
tentiaries where labor is part of the discip- 
line it may be done legally, but may also 
be taken into consideration in fixing the 
Senterce. As I understand it prisoners from 
this cvurt are usually sent to Columbus, O., 
and there labor is a part of the discipline. 
Therefore I trust that this young man’s 
Physical condition may operate upon the 
mind of the court in determining his pun- 
ishment.’’

Captain Jackson Replies. 

As Co!onel Hammond made this appeal 
Captain Jackson shifted nervously in his 
Seat and fingered a bit of paper. At its 
conclusion he sprang to his § feet. 
His eyes flashed ~ and he was 
evidently under the influence of a strong 
emotion. 

“If your honor please,” he said in a deep, 
impressive tone, “it is deemed proper by 
the counsel for the government that I 
Should say a tew words ts the court.” 

Instantly there was a profound silence in 
the room. 

“In February, 1893,”" he continued, ‘‘there 
was a bank in the city of Atlanta. It was 
known as the Gate City National bank, and 
its capital was $250,000. It was the deposi- 
tory of the government and had the confi- 
dence of the people. 

“In that bank was a trusted official, pro- 
moted successively until he controlled its 
financial transactions. In February, 1893, 
he ‘eft that bank under circumstances fami- 
liar to the court. It is in evidence that he 
had for a period of years embarked in a 
premeditated embezzlement of the funds 
entrusted to him, that he had deceived the 
examiner sent by the government and by 
artful and dextrous devices so misled and 
deluded the officials of the bank that they 
returned erroneous reports of its condition. 
It is in evidence that this shortage approxi- 
mated half the capital stock. 

“I hold in my hand certain deposit slips 
on which items are entered amounting to 
within a féw hundred dollars of the exact 
amount of the shortage. It has been shown 
that he borrowed $40,000 and held out de-

At the conclusion of the sentence Redwine 
remained for a moment on his feet. He 
evidently did not know whether it would 
be proper to sit down, and it was not until 
the judge turned to adjust some papers 
that he resumed his seat. Several young 
men at once crowded around him and he 
began a whispered conversation, 

The McCandless Case. 

At this moment Mr. B. H. Hill stepped 
to the end of the judge’s desk and called 
his attention to the indictments against 
Mr. E. .8 McCandless. His client was pres- 
ent, he said, and he demanded an imme- 
diate trial. This was particularly desired 
as Redwine was an important witness and 
if sent to prison before the case was called, 
would not be accesible. 

“Oh, you can send forhim at any time,” 
said Judge Pardee, 

“We are not ready for trial,” said Mr. 
James, ‘‘and may not be until next term.” 

“It would not be right to hold Redwine,” 
interrupted Colonel Hammond, “he has suf- 
fered a year’s imprisonment already.” 

Mr. Hill was allowed to file his demand. 

The marshal then adjourned court, ‘and 
the crowd passed slowly out. Hundreds 
lingered in the corridors, hoping to seé the 
prisoner when taken away, but the marshal 
ordered the halls cleared. An tmmense 
crowd was nevertheless on the steps and 
pavement when, half an hour later, Redwine 
with bowed head and hat brim well pulled 
down, was hurried to the jail. 

What the Sentence Means. 

Redwine’s sentence of six years will be 
shortened to four years and six months, 
under the two-third rule, provided his con- 
duct is good. He will probably be put to 
some light form of manual labor as there 
is a sunerabundance of cleras in all north- 
ern prisons.

it was that he stated to the officers of the 


bank that all this vast sum save 63,000 or 
$4,000 was given to Tom Cobb Jackson. 

“When did the defendant file his plea? 
When the case was called? No, it was after 
every inch had been bitterly contested and 
every fact absolutely proven, when he was 
surrounded by the long arm of the law and 
conviction inevitable. And now he throws 
himself upon the mercy of the court.” 

Captain Jackson’s voice was husky with 
emotion, and extending his arm, he pointed 
his finger at the prisoner. 

*‘May it please your honor, in the course 
of my life I have not been blessed with 
many friends. That mah was one of them, 
and none more valued—none more valued. 
But in the prosecution of- the guilty some- 
times the inuocent are vindicated, and if 
this has been true in the present instance 
it will besat least one satisfaction amidst 
the melancholy incidents surrounding the 
case. The duty of the prosecution is over, 
and I have only to say that I pray that the 
arm of the law may be long enough and 
strong enough to reach all—all I say—con- 
nected with the ruin of this institution. 
The wreck of that -bank is marked by 
gravestones.”” Captain Jackson evidently 
intended to say more, but he stopped and 
his chin sank on his breast. “I have done,” 
he said with a sigh and took his seat. 

During this dramatic~and impasfioned ad- 
dress Redwine sat motionless with his hand 
in his pocket. Once only he glanced unea- 
sily at the speaker, and after that studied 
the floor, his lips compressed, his brows 
contracted as in thought. 


Mr. Corrigan Asks Leniency. 


Mr. Thomas F.. Corrigan, one of the coun- 
gel for the defense, rose at the conclusion 
of Captain Jackson's speech and briefly re- 
plied. He objected that the action of the 
defendant in going into trial should be crit- 
icised, and insisted that there was not a 
particle of evidence to show that any for- 
tunes had been wrecked in the bank’s fail- 
ure. There was not even any evidence to 
show that the embezzlement caused the 
failure. 

‘“T know personally,’’ he said, “‘that every 
word said as to Redwine’s condition is true, 
and I beg the court to be as lenient as the 
circumstances will permit.”’ 

Judge Pardee Reviews the Case. 

“IT had carefully considered this case,” 
said Judge Pardee, with a sort of kindly 
austerity, ‘‘before I came into court. There 
are two views to be taken—both strong. 
From the standpoint of the prosecution it 
may be said that this is a dangerous man 
and deserves to be locked up for the long- 
est possible time. The dexterity with which 
he covered his tracks bears this out. To 
my mind that accounts for the missing 
$40,000. When the examiner counted the 
money Redwine had $15,000 counted twice, 
he had $10,000 doubled in clearing housére- 
turns and by similar manipulation he prob- 
ably made this $40,000 appear to be there. 

“But there is another side. Here is a 
young man who had charge of all the cash 
in this bank. He received but $1,500 a year, 
and on this he not only supported himself, 
but met the demands of Atlanta society. 
He encounters other young men, also prob- 
ably meeting the demands of Atlanta so- 
ciety, who loan him $5,000 and $10,000 on his 
check. He was tempted and naturally fell, 
and having fallen naturally sought to hide 
the fact. 

“] realize this, but at the same time do 
not think I ought to give him the minimum 
gentencé under the law. The maximum of 
ten years is designed to apply to the case 
of some high official of a bank who steals 
its funds and perhaps ruins it. The mini- 
murn sentence of five years applies to, for 
instance, the errand boy who may steal 
$10. Redwine is not in the last category, 
and certainly not in the first. He owned no

PETITION FILED YESTERDAY AFTERNOON 


The Old Colony Trust Company, of Boston, 
& Co-Defendant—Bondholders Claim 
That the Company is Insolvent. 


A petition was filed in the federal court 
yesterday afternoon, praying that a receiv- 
er be appointed to take charge of all the 
assets of the Consolidated Street Railroad 
Company of, Atlanta. 

The last act of Judge Pardee, before he 
quit the city on his way to New Orleans, 
was the affixing of his signatire to this 
important document, so prolific of meaning 
to thee defendant company. Judge Pardee 
will hear the case in New Orleans, on the 
i$th of January, and the Consolidated com- 
pany, through its proper representatives, 
will be required to show cause, at that 
time, why it should not be placed in the 
hands of a receiver. 

This action gn the part of the bondhold- 
ers of the company—for such are the plaint- 
iffs in the bill—comes rather unexpectedly. 
For several months the company has stud- 
ied a systematic reduction of its pay roll. 
Employes have been dismissed, while others 
have had their salaries curtailed, and the 
company has been driven to the most rigid 
economy, but no one had any idea that a 
crisis was so near at hand, and that, even 
while the company was beginniag to pick 
up, SO to speak, the bondholders were mix- 
woe Ag paint in preparation for the war- 
patn, ; ' 

Before the ink from the pen of Judge Par- 
dee had dried on the official document yes- 
terday afternoon, that able scion of the 
law, who had come all the way ts Atlanta 
for the purpose of trying Lewis Redwine, 
was speeding along on his way to the Cres- 
cent City. 

Who Filed the Sait. 

The complainants, named in the bill which 
was filed yesterday afternoon, are four in 
number, and they all live in different por- 
tions of the country. The names of this 
agrieved quartet are R. B. Sperry, Mary- 
land; Charles Ray, of Wisconsin; Marie J. 
Schmidt, of Maryland, and D, %. Hempsted, 
of Connecticutt. They sue in behalf of 
themselves and other creditors who may 
wish to become parties to the action. 

The bill recites that the Atlanta Consoli- 
dated Street Railway Company is a corpora- 
tion, organized and existing under the laws 
of Georgia. As a co-defendant in the suit, the 
Old Colony Trust Company, of Boston, is 
named. This corporation is duly chartered, 
according to the petition, under the laws 
of the state of Massachusetts. 

How the Debt Was Contracted. 

Aécording to the bill, the present outstand- 
ing debt of the Consolidated company is 
2,500,000. 

To quote the bill, on the ist of July, 1891, 
the defendant, under its seal, acknowledged 
4d delivered to the Old Colony Trust ‘‘om- 
pany a certain deed of trust or mortgage, 
conveying to said trust company all the 
real estate and buildings of said defendant 
railroad compan¥; all its roadbed, tracks, 
railroad plant, machinery, engines, boilers 
and all other property, personal and mixed, 
of whatever description ani wherever situ- 
ated, together with the franchises and the 
rents, issues, profits and incomes as security 
for the paynent of a certain issue of bonds 
of the said defendant corporation of $1,000 
each, the whole amounting to 32,500,000, due 
thirty years from date and bearing interest 
at the rate of 6 per cent per annum, payable 
semi-annually in gold coin the first days of 
January and July of each year, in the office 
of the Old Colony Trust Company. 

This mortgage, within a short while af_er 
its date, was duly recorded. It, therefore, 
Stands against the property of the defend- 
ant as a first and paramount lien. 

Bonds Were Issued. 

The Atlanta Consolidated company, after 
the registry of the deed, beran to negotiate 
for value, to divers persons and corpora- 
tions, all of the said $2,500,000. They are all 
now outstanding and constitute a valid in- 
debtedness of said corporation, duly secureG 
by the said trust deed. 

Among the parties to the bill, R. B. Sperry 
is a bona fide holder of eleven of said bonds, 
Ctreries Ray of ten bonds, Marie J. Schmidt 
of seven bonds and D. B. Hempsted of four 
bonds. The others are held, in various 
amounts, by parties scattered ~diversely 
throughout the country.

control of said receiver; also that the com- 
pany be required to deliver to said receiver 
all of its property of every description: that 
the court will defend and protect all equi- 
ties and liens of the complainants and the 
other bondholders and adjudge that unless 
the amount so adjudged to be due shall be 
paid by a day to be specified by the court 
that all of its property shall be sold, under 
the direction of the court, for the purpose 
of satisfying the indebtedness and for other 
relief. 

Judge Pardee’s Order,

The Poultry and Pigeon Exhibition 
Will Close After Tonight. 


Today is the last of the first annual exhi- 
bition of the Southern Poultry and Pigeon 
Association, and at the close of the show 
tonight the finest lot of poultry ever 
prought together in the south will be taken 
out of the Gate City Guard armory, many 
of them having found purchasers. 

The attendance yesterday was exception- 
ally fine and most of those inspecting the 
birds were fanciers to a greater or less ex- 
tent, and all of them went away highly 
pleased. In fact, too much cannot be said 
of the show and its management, which has 
been most thorough throughout. Never be- 
fore in the history of chicken fanciers has 
such a lot of Langshans been brought to- 
gether. 

‘The Langshans here,”’ said J. H. Dreven- 
stedt, one of the world’s fair judges of poul- 
try, “simply outclass the birds at Chicago. 
.The number on exhibition is larger and the 
birds are better by far. To bear out this 
statement I can only refer to the fact that 
two cockerels ormexhibition here outscored 
the bird that took first prize at the world’s 
fair, and that was on exhibition here.”

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IN THE DARK. 


A Dangerous Highway Robber Captured 
by the Police. 


HE IS BOUND OVER ON TWO COUNTS 


Goes to Jail for Highway Robbery and As- 
sault with Intent to Murder, Under 
$1,000 Bondin Each Case, 


A highway robber with the promise of a 
great future before him, was cut short in the 
zenith of his fame by three mounted police- 
men yesterday. Recorder Calhoun took a 
hand in the cutting, and made the robber’s 
retirement secure with two commitments, 
one for assault with intent to murder, the 
other for highway robbery, in bonds of 
$1,000 each. 

The negro is Charles Duran, and is one 
of the most desperate ahd troublesome 
known to the police. Hundreds of times he 
has found his way to the inner side of the 
bars of Atlanta’s police prison, and numer- 
ous times he has extended the journey to 
the city stockade. THis time he bids fair to 
journey on to the. state penitentiary for a 
good long term. 

About 2 o'clock yesterday morning Rich- 
ard Mitchell, a negro residing in the coun- 
ty, called at police headquarters and told 
a story of how he had been robbed, 
very frightened way. He saia that he was 
employed by Mr. Henry Dabney, of the In- 
gleside Land Company, and Thursday night 
drew enough money to defray the expenses 
of a railway journey to his home for him- 
self and wife. | 

About 1 o'clock he started homeward, 
along Piedmont avenue. Charles Duran, who 
was a stranger to him, joined him, and 
said he lived near his residence and would 
walk out with him. They walked along for 
several blocks conversing pleasantly. Sud- 
denly, just as they reached a dark place 
in the street, Duran clutched him by the 
throat, and drawing a big bowie knife, 
said: 

“Give me your money, or I'll kill you 
right here.’’ 

Mitchell was too. fright@ned to offer any 
resistance, and drew forth his money with 
trembling fingers, and turned it over to 
Duran. Duran took it and disappeared in 
the darkness. Mitchell hurried to police 
headquarters and told his story, and from 
his description of his assailant the police 
recognized Charles Duran. 

The mounted force made every effort to 
locate Duran yesterday morning, and final- 
ly succeeded in doing so about noon. He 
took to his heels at sight of the officers and 
a long chase was necessary before he could 
be captured. He was finally overhauled and 
arrested, however. 

Soon after the officers reached police 
headquart>-rs with their prisoner a negro 
badly beaten about the head and face ap- 
peared and said that he wanted to enter a 
charge against Duran..He said that he had 
been confined to his bed for two days as the 
result of injurias 
while the latter was trying to rob him. 
The negro was I.uke Poole, and his appear- 
ance corroborated his story. His face was 
plastered with bandages and an ugly mark 
across the forehead showed where he had 
received a blow which was nearly fatal. 

Poole said that he Was assaulted by Du- 
ran while going home Wednesday night. 
Duran followed him, and while in a dark 
place, stepped up behind him in a stealthy 
manner and dealt him a fearful blow with 
a club. The blow knocked him down, and 
after he fell Duran continued to rain blows 
upon him in the fiercest sort of style. He 
was left half dead by his assailant. 

Recorder Calhoun had a chance at Duran 
yesterday afternoon, and the two cases 
mentioned and another were tried. In the 
first two Duran was bound over for assault 
' with intent to murder and for highway rob- 
bery, fixing his bond at $1,000 in each case. 

The third case was that of Lucy Smith, 
a negro woman, who said that Duran went 
to her house Wednesday and forcibly took 
possession of her pocket book, which was 
hidden under the head of her bed. Judge 
Calhoun let this case go by, as he consid- 
ered that Duran was sufficiently secured by 
the other cases.
